Gov. Presents 


Annual Message. 


Official Canvass of the Votes Cast 
Last November. 


Markham and Reddick Declared to Be 
the Suceessful Candidates. 


Assembling of Legisiatures All Over. 
the Country—Showing Made 
by the Alllance—Gov. 
Message. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 6.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Governor’s mes- 
suge is quite lengthy, and financial 
topics are given much consideration, 
The Governor states that the working 
cla ses have now over $104,000,000 to 
their credit in the savings banks of 
the State, an increase under this ad- 
ministration of $34,000,000. Such an 
excellent condition of affairs exists in 
no other State of the Union, and 


for the first time in its bis- 
tory the State is upon an ab- 
solute cash payin basis. The 
total indebtedness of the State is 


$2,642,000; outstanding indebtedness, 
$2 530,000, on bonds maturing July 1, 
1893. ‘hese bonds must then either 
be paid or refunded, and this, the Gov- 
ernor declared, is the most important 
point coming before the Legisiature 
this session. The indebtedness of the 
counties i3 over $7,000,000, which is de- 
clared to be excessive, and an 
amendment to the Constitution limit- 
ing the extent to which county 
can become indebted is recommended. 
A limit of 50 cents on $100 of taxable 
property is recommended, and the 
State funds should- be deposited in 
banks paying reasonable interest. 

The various State asylums and re- 
formatories are declared to be in good 
condition, except San Quentin, which 
needs additional cell-roums. A needed 
increase in the appropriation for in- 
sane asylums should be provided, 

The Story Election Lawand the con- 
dition of thé National Guard are com- 
mended, The general revision of both 
codes and the abolishment of a number 
of commissions and bureaus is recom- 
meuded; also an increase in the sal- 
aries of all state officials, and the 
creation of aboard of auditors, iu- 
stead of examiners. 

The new constitution, the Governor | 
declares, has not been a success, and 
either proper amendments should be 
added of another constitutional cou- 
vention called. A number of other 
recommendations are made, including | 
an appropriation of for the 
proper representation of California’s

Downey, became involved in a row over 
trivial matters. The two owued adjoining 
fieids. Glencross’s hogs en upon 
an alfaifa field belonging to Keagan, and 
the latter reajonstrated with him about it. 
Glencross offered t pay Reagan for the 
damage his stock had done the alfalfa, but 
Reagan declined to accept any money from 
him. All be wanted, be said, was for Gien- 
cross to keep his hogs at home. 

‘Llhis was the foundation of the feud 
which led up to the death of Reagan. 
Later the two men had trouble over a rvad 
matter aud called one ano:her hard pames. 

Finaliy, on the 23d of Nuvember, Gien- 
cross and Keagan met on some land belong- 
ing to the former, and adjvining the f tal 
aifaifa patch. After an exchange of com- 
pliments a fight was started, Keagan, being 
au old man, got the worst of it, e was 
beaten in a cruel and inhuman manner over 
the head and y. 

Fiuaily Gieucross tired of his pastime and 
went home. Later Reagan was picked up by 
passers-by and to his hume, 
where his injuries were cared for. 

His condition became so serious that it 
was decided to remove him to the Sister’s 
Hospital in this city for treatment. ‘This 
was dope. But the removal was without 
avail, for on tue 2d of January Keagan died 
of his injuries, 

A Warrabt was at once issued for the 
arrest of Glencross on a charge of murder. 
He was taken at Downey, brought to this 
city, and ludged in the County Jail. 

Saturday last an inquest was held upon 
Reagan’s body, and an investigation was 
made into the case. The result was that 
the jury found a verdict to the eff -ct that 
the deceased came to his death from injuries 
inflicted by Frank Giencruss, 

__¥esterday at 9 a. m. was the time set for 
Gleucfoss’s examination in the Township 
Court before Justice Stanton. 

A creat deal of interest is manifested in 
the case in and about Downey, s the court- 
room was crowded with friends of both the 
dead man and the defeudant when the hour 
of 9 w’clock arrived. The people were rep- 
resented by Deputy District Attorneys 
Diehl and Bisades. The defendant had 
counsei in the person of George M. Holton. 

Frank Giencruss ts a very ordinary-louk- 
ing individual, about 35 years of age. He 
dues bot seem like aman who would in- 
tentionally take the life of anybody, but he 
has the appearance of being a person with 
a hot, quick ree which, on occasions, 
he migut permit to get the better of his 
judgment. 

‘Tue first witness was J. T. Ward, a 
friend of the dead man. He swore that = 
November 23 he had called on Keagan and 
found him all battered up anu suffering 
from numerous injuries which had been 
caused by his being beaten. The witness 
saw Keagav afterward several times and 
noted the fact that he was gruwing worse. 
On January 2 he died. 

Jaines Reagan, a brother, testified that 
the dead man was 78 years of age, and that 

rir to the beating he received at the 

panes of Giencross he was in general good 
healt 

Dr. Ainsworth, the physician who at- 
tended Keagan at the hospital and who as- 
sisted at post mortem, swore that the 
mau died as resuit of the beating he re- 
ceived, The Rocher said he found an abcess 

under the injury Reagan ned upon his 
breast. 

‘The dying declaration made by Reagan, 
giving au account of the row and the c uses 

ed up to it, was-introduced in evi- 
dence. It was identified by B. W. Diehi 
and by Mr. Helander, who witnessed the 
signature to it. The declaration is given in 
substa ce above. 

Joe Westiaker, known as “Italian Joe,” 
swore thathe responded to RKeagan’s call 
for help after he had been knocked down 
by Glencross, and that be had also assisted 

carry him home, 

A. Hewitt testified that he had assisted 
in removing the deceased to his home after 
he he had been beaten by Glencross. 
Hewitt explained the character of the 
wounds found upon the body. 

Justice Gray swore that Gleneross, a short 
time after the affair, had admitted to him 
that he had struck Reigan harder than he 
ought to and was sorry for it. 

A. Evans, « laborer in the employ of 
Giencross and the only eye-witness to the. 
tragedy, made a rather amusing witness, 
Evans has only been in this country tor 
two years and he has a broad Scotch accent. 
He saw the row, being about two hundred 
yards oft when it started. He rushed to- 
ward the cuimbatints with a view of sep- 
arating them. He described the affair 
minutely. He rather bore out the theory 
that Reagan was the aggressor and that 
po carn acted more in self-defense than 
otherw 
At conetaston of Evan's testimony 
Mr. Diehl! anneunced that the people rested, 

Mr. Hoiton moved that the defendant be 
d.scbarged, uyvon the greund that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to hold him on a 
charge of murder. The court deciimed the 
notion, 

The announcement was then made that 
the detense had no testimony to introduce, 
Justice Stanton touen reserved bis decision 
until 10 a. m, today.

_THE ORANGE-GROWERS. 


They Claim That the Buyers Have 
Combined Against Them. 

“There is no doubt about it,” said « well 
known orange-grower yesterday toa Times 
reporter. “An attempt is being made by 
the orange-buyers to bear the orange mar- 
ket in this séction of the State and to rob 
the grower of his profits. Not only have 
they fermed an organ zation to control 
prices and toregulate the matter of pur- 
chasing the entire crop, but they are also 
engaged in the work of sending out 
false aud deceiving reports with a view of 
sendipg down. 

“All “at this is very discouraging to the 
growers. We have hada hard time of it 
for several years past. We have had the 
scale and other pests to ficht, and now we 
are met witb a combination of buyers who 
propose to force us to take whatever they 
may see fitto offer us for our crop, and that, 
tuo, in a year woen we have the largest crop 
we have had for some time.” 

“But if the buyers can combine and rua 
the whole machine why cannot the growers 
also form a combination or organization for 
rotection of their interests?” was 
as 


“That is just what L was thinking about,” 
said the wrathy grower, “lf this buyers’ 
combine becomes unbdearably offensive 1 
think that it would be good policy to calla 
meeting of all the orange-growers of Soutii- 
ern California. Have them meet, say at 
the Chamber of Commerce in this city. At 
this meeting let the situation be thoroughly 
canvassed aud talked over. Then perfect 
an organization of the growers by electing 
a set of competent officers. Let these of- 
ficers om such expert assistance as they 
may Dn to handie, ship and market the 
crops of the members the association 
and let ail members market their crop 
through the association which shail have a 
general office 1n this city. 

“Of course as individual shippers it would 
be difficuit for growers to market their or- 
anges. They would not have proper infor- 
mation as 4% the condition of the market 
and as to prices prevailing and the result 
would be unsatisfactory. There is no rea- 
son, however, why an association compris- 
fg « large number of growers should not 
have just as reliabie advices as to markets 
as the buyers have. 

**lt would {be all-essential, however, that 
the ass.cistion be officered by competent 
and experienced men. Without this suc- 
cess is impossible. It will do no harm tw 
a this scheme anyway and let it be 

over.”

This circular an- 
nounces that, under the present ad- 
ministration of the Indian Bureau, the 
Indian schools have been brought to a 
degree of efficiency never before 
reached. The annual appropriations 
made by the Government for the schools 
have risen frem $20,000 in 1877 to 
$1,842,270 in ‘1891. The association 
thinks there is every reason why there 
should be another lafge increase in the 
appropriation for the coming year. 
According to the statement old build- 
ings have been repaired and enlarged 
and new ones have beeu constructed, a 
course of study has been devised and 
put intosuccessful operation, a uniform 
series of text-books has been selected, 
the attendance has been largely in- 
creased, the morale of thé teaching 
force greatly elevated.

WHY IS COAL SO DEAR ? 


The Governor of the new State of 
Washington, nowin this city, tells a 
contemporary that-his State can place 
coal at the mouth of. the mine for $1.10, 
while it is delivered on board ship for 
$4 per ton, and ought to be for less 
than that. He is surprised to find coal 
so high in Southern California. So 
are many people, who have been here 
much longer than Gov. Ferry, and 
they can’t understand it any more than 
he does. Perhaps the dealers might 
explain. There certainly seems to be no 
reason why, when coal can be placed 
on sailing ships for less’ than 
$4 aton only a thousand miles to the 
north of us, we should have to pay 
such exorbitant rates. There is vast 
importance to Los Angeles in this 
question, for upon manufactures de- 
pends the progress of the city in the 
near future, and to obtaia mafufac- 
tures we must have cheap fuel. Let 
us have competitionin coal. The con- 
sumers Ought to‘take the matter up. 
If the railroads stand in the way we 


could afford to build another road to 


the coast.

‘The following details of yesterday’s 
disaster at the Utica mine at Angels’ 
Camp have been received here. The 
third cageload of men was ascending 
the shaft shortly after 12 o’clock when 
the inch and a quarter wire cable 
parted near the reel, the cage being 
within about one hundred and fifty 
feet from the top of the shaft. Nine 
men were upon the cage at the time 
and were dashed to death. The cage 
broke through the platform at the 600- 
foot level and landed its mangied 
cargo in the sump below. 

Men descended at once to 
the bodies 


ver 
and worked for ‘several 
hours, succeeding in. taking ont 
three bodies and a portion of 
another. The cage was found to be 
fastened and could not be moved. 
Furth-r work had to be abandoned, 
owing to the rapid increase of water. 
The water skip could not be used, 
owing to the accident. A steam pump 
was then lowered to the 600-foot level 
and was soon throwing water up into 
the 400-foot level. The water was then 
run into the skip by means of a syphon 
and hoisted to the surface. In this 
manner they expect to have the. water 
out and remove the bodies by tomorrow 
morning. 
Tie names of the three men taken 
out first are: . 
Price CARTER, aged 35 years, who 
has a wife and two children. He. 
moved from El Dorado county about 
three weeks ago and went to work in 
the mine. He has threg brothers in 


Tulare county and two in Missouri.) 


He has a cousin, Robert Carter, in 
Angels’. 

Dan DANIELSON, about 50 years of 
age. He was one of the three miners 
who escaped from the same mine after 
the great cave last year. He leaves a 
wife and one son. 

WILLIAM H. CAsE, Jr., aged 29 | 
years, leaves a wile aud three children; 
his father and mother residing at Cop- 
peropolis, 

One of the others, Tom Kenezovich, 


was also a married mau, and leaves a 
wife and daughter, the latter about 10 
years old. The rest of the dead miners 
are all single. Coroner Kelly sum- 
moned a jury today, and they have ex- 
amined the bodies taken out. The in- 
quest will be held at 10 o’clock tomor- 
row. A full examination will be bad 
to ascertain whether there existed any 


negligence on the part of the owners of 
the mine. 


Today people from ali portions or the 
country were upon the ground, 
anxiously inquiring if any of their 
acquaintances were among the killed. 
The most intense excitement has pre- 
vailed since the accident, and tele- 
grams have been received from all 
parts of the State making inquiry re- 
garding the disaster. Not until a re- 
porter visited the scene today was it 
positively known who were the victims. 
Cc. D. Lane, who was in San Francisco 
at the time of the accident, arrived 
home today and went down into the 
inine atonce to make a personal 
amination. 

MILTON (Cal.,) Jan. 6.—The accident 
inthe Utica mine at Angels’ Camp 
yesterday was caused by the breaking 
of a steel wire rope when the skip, 
coutaining two tons of rock and twelve 
men was being hoisted.

Gen. Miles Is Displeased at the Way 
He Placed His Troops. 


Army Correspondence in Regard to 
the Fight at Wounded Knee. 


A Wagon Train Attacked by Hostiles 
and a Hot Skirmish Ensues— . 
All Is Quiet at Pine 
Ridge. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The following corre- 
spondence in regard to the Col. For- 
sythe case was made public today. 
“Under date of December 30, Gen. Scho- 
field telegraphed Gen. Miles expressing 
the belief that he wouldsoon be master 
‘of the situation, and asking that bis 
tharks be given to the “‘brave Seventh 
Cavalry for their splendid conduct.” 
Undér date of January 1, Gen. Miles 
telegraphed Gen. Schotield as follows: 
Your telegram of. congratulation to the 


tion of the colonel commanding will bea 
matter of serious consideration and will un- 
doubtedly be the subject of invesitgation, 1 
thought proper to advise you. In view of 
the above facts do you wish your telegram 
transmitted as sent? 

It is stated that the disposition of 400 
soldiers and four pieces of artillery was 
fatally defective, and a large number of 
soldiers were killed and wounded by fire 
from their own ranks, and a very iarge 
number of women and cbildren were killed 
in addition to the Indian meu, 

Gen. Schofield telegraphed this reply, 
under date of January 2: 


In view of the aspect of the case pre- 
sented by your telegram yesterday, it will 
be better not to deliver my message to the 
Seventh until I have seen yvour re- 
rt after the investigation you propose, 
Therefore you will piease withboid it until 
further advised by me. 

He also telegraphed Gen. Miles on 
the same day as follows: 

Your dispatch tome yesterday and that 
to the adjutant-general were shown to the 
President, and iv reply, the Secretary of 
War directs me tosay that the President has 
heard with great regret the failure of your 
effurts to secure a settlement of the Sioux 
trouble without bloodshed. He suggests 
that possibly a watchful observation of the 
hostile bands that would prevent their 
breaking into the settlements and give the 
Indians time to recover trum their present 
excitement would be well; but he leaves all 
this to your better information and discre- 
tion, and wouid not have you omit anything 
that is necessary to protect the settlements, 
| He hopes that the report of the kiliing of 
women and chiidren in the affair at 
Wounded Knee is unfounded, and directs 
you to cause an immediate inquiry to be 
made and report the result to the depart- 
ment. If there was any unsoldierly con- 
duct you will relieve the responsible Darty 
and 80 use the troops under you as to avo 
its repetition. 

I wish to add to the President’s sugges- 
tions the hope I - still entertain in spite of 
the unfortunate accidents which have oc- 
curred that you may be able, by convincing 
the Indians that the purposes of the army 
are not hostile to them, but, on the con- 
trary, friendly and dictated by a desire to 
secure to them a future of peace and pros- 
perity, to obtain their surrenuer without 
turther cor flict. 

Gen. Miles telegranhed Gen. Scho- 
field, under date of January 3, as fol- 
lows: | 

The directions of the President and your- 
self are justreceived. I have surrounded 
the Indians with nearly allof the Sixth 
and Ninth Cavalry and the Seventh and 
Seventeenth Infantry, with 100 Indian 
scouts, practically on three sides of them, 
along the Beaver, White River and Porcu. 
pine, with Gen. Brooke in command. This 
may hold them in check. I aw in close 
communication with them, and bave ip- 
formed them that the o:ly s«fe road is to- 
ward the agency, and about half are anx- 
ious tocome in, The others are making 
desperate efforts to keep all at war.

Is 
this in conformity with the President’s di- 
rections, and does he direct that it consti- 
tute a court.of inquiry with power to take 
testimony Under oath? Col. Forsythe’s 
command consisted of 26 officers and 453 
men. Eighty-twofpdians and sixty women 
and chiidren were buried on or near the 
ground, I bave relieved Col. Forsythe from 
command. 

Gen. Schofield telegraphed Gen. 
Miles on the 6th as follows: 

In reply to yonr telegram yesterday, 
I am directed by the Secretary of 
War to inform yon that it was not 
the intention to appoint a court of inquiry 
por to order at this time, in the midst of a 
campaign, any further inquiry than you 
ec uld yourself make without the necessity 
of a court, the purpose being simply to de- 
termine whether ao officer has been so far 
derelict in duty as to make it necessary to 
relieve him from command, such a result to 
follow upon the inquiry which you were ex- 
pected to cause to be made. . 

You were expected yourself, first, to in- 
quire into the facts and in the event of its 
being disclosed that there had been unsol- 
dierly conduct, to relieve the responsibie 
ofticer. The direetions of the President 
were suggested by your telegram of the 
lst inst. to me.

GEN. MILES AND THE AGENTS. 

Wasninaton, Jan, 6.—It is stated 
at the Interior Department. that War 
Department officials today received a 
telegram from Gen. Miles urging the 
prompt approval “of his recowwenda- 
tion that the Indian agents at South 
Dakota agencies be superseded by army 
officers, and Stating the sit- 
uation demands that changes be made 
atonce. Secretary Nobie declined to 
say anything upon the subject when 
questioned today; but it is asserted 
that be will vigorously oppose the 
adoption of the plan, upon the ground 
that it would inevitably result in undo- 
ing all, or nearly all, of the good that 
has been done in recent years toward 
the material advancement of the In- 
dian tribes of the Northwest. 

A CABINET DISCUSSION, 

A Cabinet meeting today vonsidered 
the Indian question, especially with 
reference to Gen. Miles’ proposition to 
relieve the Indian agents of charge of 
the agencies hear the scene of trouble 
and replace them with officers of the 
army. Secretary Noble is known to be 
earnestly opposed to such a plan, and 
its accomplishment is, therefore,-a 
matter of doubt. 

THE GOVERNMENT HERDS. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
has received the following telegram, 
dated Pine Ridge: 

Ohief Herder Hugh has returned with 
300 cattle. We have no ivformation as to 
wheiher any more are scattered over the 
range. Hugh says he thinks that the hos- 
tiles burned the ranch .fter he left. 

These 300 head are all that are re- 
covered from the origina! herd of about 
thirty-five hundred head driven off by 
the hostiles.

A WAGON TRAIN ATTACKED 


Another Hot Engagement Near the 
Wounded Knee Bat'lefleld. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 6—{By the As- 
sociated Press.] A special from the 
camp near Wounded Kuee Creek, S. D., 
gives the particulars of another engage- 
ment which took place at that point 
yesterday morning. <A detachment of 
thirty men was sent out from camp 
to meet a wagon train with supplies 
for the camp, and when ten miles out 
the wagons were found to be besieged 
by a band of 100 Indians. On seeing 
the troops approaching, the redskins 
scattered, but immediately returned to 
the attack on finding that there were 
only a small number of men in the 
party. 

Couriers were sent back to camp for 
reinforcements, butin the meautime 
an incessant fire was kept up on both 
sides, resulting in the wounding of one 
soldier and the killing and wounding 
of several Indians, the exact number 
of which cannot be ascertained, as the 
reds carried their dyingand wounded 
away. About three ours after the 
couriers’ departure, troops were seen 
coming at full gailop to the rescue.

The association adds that Mr. Blaine 
has nui repied to Pauncelove’s note 
of June last, in which the latter says 
that Her Majesty’ 8 goveriiment mus. 
hold the Government of the United 
States respousibie for consequences 
arising frow acis of interference with 
British vesseis contrary to the princi- 
ples of international law. The asso- 


ciation also says Lbat no preparations 


have been made to auyment the 
British fleet in the Northern Pacific
